Choker Children 
May Renew F ight 
For Big Estate 


Death of Former Tammany 
Chief Revives Interest in 
Famous “Incompe- 
tency” Trial. 


New Tork, May 1—The death of 
Richard Croker may result in one 
of the most intricate cases ever de- 
cided by a United States co 

The one-time boss of ' Tammany 
hall married, against his children’s 
wishes, Beulah Benton Edmonson, 
of Florida, who styles herself ‘an 
Indian princess. Opposition of ‘his 
sons and daughters to the match is 
said to have embittered the father 
so deeply that he revoked early wills 
in which the estate—then estimated 
at nearly ten million dollars 
was to have been divided between 
them. 

Then, it is believed, in order to 
assure the entire estate going to his 
wife, Croker turned the entire prop- 
erty over to Mrs. Croker, bit by bit. 

Father Wins Decision. 

It was this action that led to the 
hotly contested case in\ Florida, in 
which Richard Croker, Jr., Howard 
Croker, the countess Martini, and 
Ethel F. White, sons and daughters 
of the politician, sought to have him 
proved incompetent. The court, after 
listening to Richard senor’s com- 
ments on life in general, decided the 
old man was capable of * 
ing his affairs. 

Thereupon Croker signalised his 
victory by turning over to Mrs. Cro- 
ker property at Palm Beach valued 
at nearly $2,000,000, and the famous 
Glencairn estate in Ireland, said to 
be worth $400,000. 

Accordingly, when he died it is 
believed Croker made no will for 
the patent reason that he had noth- 
ing left to give away. 


Appeal Pending. 

The children have appealed from 
the finding of the lower Florida 
court, and the question is now be- 
fore the supreme rourt. This is the 
action on which attorneys for the 
ehildren base their expectations of a 
long and invelved suit for the entire 
property. If the supreme court holds 
that the elder Croker was actually 
incompetent, and therefore had. no 
legal right to turn his property en- 
tirely over to his “Indian princess” 
bride, new actions to recover the 
property will have to be instituted. 

Harold Nathan, attorney for the 
senior Croker, however, believes that 
with the desth of the old-time boss 
Hall litigation autematically dies, and 
tliat no further action will held, He

Forces of Wu Pei Fu, De- 
fending Pekin, Are 
Standing Ground, Con- 
fused Reports Indicate. 


HAS WON~VICTORY 


Fear That Conflict May 

Involve Powers Grows as 
American Official Is 
Stopped in Train. 


Pekin, May 1.—Out of the name of 
conflicting reports from the battles 
now raging on three fronts around 
Pekin, it is evident that the forces 
of General Wu Pei Fu, fighting to 
hold off the invading army of Gen- 
eral Chang ‘Tso Lin, are standing their 
ground. Neither army appears to 
have yet won any a advan- 
tage. 

Reports that Japan is secretly aid- 
ing Chang, the Manchurian leader, 
seeking to place him in control of the 
northern government in the hope that 
he would prove a valuable friend in 
extending liberal concessions, are be- 
lieved to have infused new strength 
im the defending army. 

If these reports prove to have a real 
basis, it is possible that Chang will 
find a growing hostile sentiment 
through northern China which would 
be of material aid to General Wu 
Pei Fu. 

The possibility of allied interference 
has been brought nearer by several 
incidents, the last of which was the 
turning back by Chang of a train 
which was carrying Secretary Ath- 
erton of the American legation from 
Pekin to Mukden. Representatives 
of foreign powers, fearing this will 
lead to further encroachments of the 
liberty of foreigners, have protested 
to Chang for blocking railway traffic. 
It is, they notified him, a violation 
of the protocol signed in 1901 between 
China and the foreign nations. 

May Incense Powers. 

Although movements of foreigners 
have been with very little 
since Pekin was placed under martial 
law, restrictions are expected to be- 
dome more rigid probably casing in- 
ternational “eomplications which may 
lead to general protests from the 
powers.

Genoa, May 1.—Soviet Russia 
must recognize the Czarist and Ker- 
ensky debts if she expects recon- 
structive aid from the allies, accord- 
ing to the terms of the so-called ul- 
timatum just finished by the politi- 
cal sub-commission of the conference. 

If Russia will agree to this recog- 
nition. of obligations, the allies will 
make no immediate demand for 
either capital or interest and will 
seek to have their respective parlia- 


‘ments reduce the amounts due from 


the Soviets.» 
Russia, however, must not only 
recognize all her old debts in full, 
but also renowhce all counter-claims 
against the allies, if she expects to 
obtain any ultimate reduction in her 
debt. 
Rejection Indicated. 

These are the provisions agreed 
upon by the political sub-commission. 
They probably will be ratified with- 
out much debate by the allies and 
fourthwith handed to the Russian 
delegation. All advance — indications 
are that these te will be mae 
ceptable to the ijans.. The So- 
viets not. only must abandon all their 
protestation# against tecongiting the 
old debts, but they must sacrifice 
the very valuable bargaining asset of 
counter claims against allies for 
damages incurred during invasione 
of the White army and for other at- 
tacks which the Bolsheyists claim 
were financed by outside nations. 
And for this, they get only a promise

MAY DAY CLASHES

Mexico City, May 1.—( By the Asso- 
eia ted Press.) —Clashes between 
union laborers and Catholics, result- 
ing in one person being killed and 
several wounded, characterized the 
celebration of May day.

Among the 
thousands of paraders were a con- 
siderable number of communists. both 
men and women, who waved red 
banners and wore red ribbons in pro- 
claiming their extreme radicalism. As 
the marchers wended their way 
through the streets bolshevik songs 
were sung and spectators on the 
sidewalk were compelled to doff their 
hats as the labor flags passed by. 
Persons who objected to uncovering 
were row kly treated. 

A rortion of the crowd gathered 
shortly before noon in front of the 
American consulate, where the usua:

‘Commenting upon the process by 
which fhat city has accomplished 
such remarkable results in this dl- 
rection, The Chicago Tribune said, 
in a recent editorial: 


“In that city they have reasonable 
traffic laws ad strict enforcement. 
When a speeder there is convicted, 
instead of being released with a 
nominal fine he is sent to gail. It 
is estimated that 80 lives have been 
saved in Detroit each month since 
that practice was adopted. Detroit 
Rad 240 deaths in 1920, and but 134 
in 1921. At the present rate this

One 
judge in Detroit this year has sen- 
tenced 161 speeders and 31 ‘reck- 
less drivers’ to jail.

Senator Norris said it would be pos- 
sible under the existing offer to use 
the cheap power in the production off 
metals and automobile parts and add 
to the cost of fertilizers by using 
higher priced power in their parts and 
add to the cost of fertilizers using 
higher priced power in their mmanv- 
f-cture. 

“That could be arranged so as to 
remove all doubt,” Mr. Mayo asserted. 

The witness’ added that Mr. Ford 
intended to invest about $50,000,000 
in developing Muscle Shoals ind‘13- 
trially including a vast program for 
inereasing power production. , 

Development Possibilities. 


“The possibilities of power increases 
on the upper Tennessee are great,” 
he said. “Personally, I think the only 
thing to do would be to develop them.” 

Mr. Ford has declined to reduce the 
100-year lease term to fifty years, 
Mr. Mayo said, adding that “he stands 
pat on that.” 

All power produced could be con- 
sumed under Mr. Ford’s plans Mr 
Mayo said, in the manufacturing en- 
terprises he intends to establish, and 
none would remain for sale to private 
interests. 

That is the thing that sticks in my 
craw more than anything else,” Sen- 
ator Harreld interjected. “When we 
undertake to act for our successors 
we should be careful of their interests. 
In a hundred years they may want 
the power and need it vitally.”

An ardent temperance advoeate, un- 
der prohibition I expected to find the 
Americans sober and happy. They are 
certainly happy. . 

Prohibition is a measure of such ex- 
aggerated interference with private 
life that no truthful person can call 
America a free country. 

For the information of anyone who 
may think as I did, that drink has 
decreased and that in consequence 
everyone in the United States is wiser 
and richer, I can only say the reverse 
is the truth, , 


I cannot write of the poorer classes, 
on whom, in any, case, the law is hard, 
but among the rich I do not suppose 
there was ever so much alcohol con- 
cealed and enjoyed as at the present 
moment. 

Young men and maidens, who before 
this exaggerated interference would 
have been content with lemonade, 
think it smart now to break the law 
every day and night of their lives. 

I confirm all that, in spite of Lord 
Lee’s statement to the effect that in 
thirty years of observation in Amer- 
ica, he had never seen harm done 
by prohibition. 

Editor’s note: The statement 
by Lee to which Mrs. Asquith 
refers was carried in an Asso- 
ciated Press cablegram . from 
London ‘as follows: 

Margot Asquith’s assertion 
that drunkenness was prevalent 
among young Americans of both 
sexes was termed as ‘ludicrous 
as it was cruel and untrue’ by 
Lord Lee of Fareham, first Lord 
of the admiralty, in an address 
before the English-speaking 
union. 7 

“He said he had not planned 
to mention American prohibi- 
tion, but felt obliged to do so in 
view of the reported utterances 
of one of his countrywomen, 

“His remarks, he said, were 
based upon 30 years of observa- 
tion in America, including the 
pre-prohibition as well as the 
prohibition era.“ 

In reply Mrs. Asquith, then at 
Providence, said: 

“Lord Lee declares that in the 
thirty years he lived here he never 
observed the harm done by prohibi- 
tion. Prohibition has not been here 
thirty years. I’ve always ‘been for 
it, but I find it isn’t quite what I 
thought it was. 

“It does not seem to me that pro- 
hibition works fairly as between the 
rich and the poor. Lord Lee says: 
{ say your young maidens are 
quently intexicated. l 

J did not say that. I said they 
break the law every day.” 

I am speaking seriously and am a 
prohibitionist. Liqnor control has 
been among many other reforms, a 
political ideal of my husband ever 
since he became a cabinet minister, 
but, since what is called the 
trade” has the votes and bless- 
ing of the Conservative party in Eng- 
land, all our endeavours to control 
it were frustrated by the House of.

C.F rank’s Career ls Reviewed 


s 


The retirement of Charlie Frank 
from the managerial seat of the Atlan- 
tr ball club marks the passing from 
southern baseball of its most  pic- 
turesque and, at one time, its most 
commanding figure. 

Frank was one of the organizers of 
the Southern league 21 years ago. 
Previous to that time he had been a 
Southern league player, noted for both 
pitching and hitting prowess. 

He controlled the Memphis fran- 
chise when the circuit was formed in 
1901 and immediately became the 
storm center of southern baseball poli- 
tics. Though a great player in his, 
day and a successful manager, Frank 
achieved league pre-eminence by be- 
ing a baseball lawyer. He took the 
keenest pride in his ability as such 
and was constantly engaged in some 
sort of furious baseball litigation. 


BUCKED 
COMMISSION. 


In the second year of the league’s 
existence he came near to destroying 
the organization. In some way he ob- 
tained the services of Pitcher Jimmy 
St. Vrain, who was claimed by a Pa- 
cific Coast club. The national com- 
mission ruled against Frank, bat he 
insisted on using the ‘player in abso- 
lute defiance to the commission's or- 
der. rushed into the court, and finally 
lost his legal battle. 

Then he determined to organize an 
outlaw league, got financial backing in 
Memphis, and actually formed a cir- 
cuit. So strongly was he entrenched 
and so weak was the league at that 
time, that the league finally had toa 
meet all of Frank’s demands and pay 
bim heavily besides. 

I~ 1903, with a team of old major 
including ore Breiten- 
Ehret, Bill Phillips, Perry 


Southern league, pennant. The fol- 
lowing year he gained control of the 
New Orleang franchise and with the 
Pelicans won another pennant in 1905, 
despite the fact that yellow fever had 
invaded his city and his team was 
compelled to adopt Atlanta as tem- 
n home. 

In 1908, he lost a pennant in the 
final game of the season to Nashville, 
but eame back with another pennant 
winner in 1910, and still another in 


1911, 
Sold His Interest. 

After that year he sold his New 
Orleans interests to the Cleveland 
club, but retained the position as man- 
ager, For two years he achieved lit- 
le or nothing, and finishing a miser- 
able last with the Pellicans in 1913. 
was released. However, he maintained 
a Southern league connection, being 
1 vice president of the organiza- 


tion. 

In 1916, Frank formed a stock com- 
pany. and bought the Atlanta franchise 
from the Georgia Railway and Power 
company. The following year he won 
his first Atlanta pennant and repeat- 
ed in 1919. 

All through these years, though, he 
had been involved in baseball litiga- 
tion. He was never happy oat of 
the baseball courts. The famous rub- 
ber ball case, the Hasty dispute, bis 
various and sometimes successfu! at- 
tempts to overthrow the league presi- 
mats clways kept him in the lime- 
ight 

However, the introduction of Judge 
Landis into baseball’s realm and the 
passing of the baseball lawyer was a 
tremendous blow to Frank, and he has 
known little happiness since. The 
final blow was his complete routing 
in the Markle case. 

For two or three seasons Frank’s 
healtk has been failing, and he has 
taken little active part in club man-

* THE VARIOMETER 
The variometer consists briefly of two coils of wire connected in 
a series, one of the coils being stationary and the other so mounted 


that it may be rotated within the stationary coil. 


If current flows 


through both coils in the samg direction, the magnetic fields assist 
each other and the self-induction of the variometer is at a maximum. 
It the inner coil is rotated so that the current flows through the coils 
in opposite directions, the magnetic fields oppose one another and the 
self-induction is at a minimum The self-induction of the variomeier, 
therefore, depends upon the relative positions of the coils. 

By rotating the inner coil within the stationary coil, a continuous 
variation of inductance may be obtained. For the purpose of close tun- 
ing within a small range of wave-length variation, the variometer may 
be connected in the aerial circuit of a :e-eiver as shown in Diagram 1.

In this simple receiving circult the variometer is connected in the 


same manner as a single slide tuner. 
justed to a low value of inductance, it offers much more resistance to

the currents of radio frequency than a tuning coil having the same 


amount of inductance. 


For use on the amateur wave-length of 200 meters the variometer 
may have an inner coil three and one-half inches in diameter, wound 
with 20 turns of No. 24 S8. S. C. wire and an outer coil four inches in 
diameter, wound with 15 turns of No. 24 S. S. C. 

In diagram 2 is shown a receiving circuit containing two vario- 
meters used with a vacuum tube detector Very close tuning is ob- 
tained by a receiving circuit connected in this manner. 

Due to the physical difficulties of constructing a variometer for 
long wave-lengths, it is usually constructed in comparatively small 
sizes for small ranges of wave-length and as it furnishes a continuous 
variation of inductance, it offers a decided advantage over other forms 
of variable inductance which use sliding contacts or switches.

The best thing to 
do is to insert two or three thirty- 
two candle po carbon lamps in 
the circuit. ese will “pull’ a 
heavier current and pass more 
amperage. The more lamps used 
the higher the amperage of the 
outfit and the faster it will charge 
the battery. However, you must 
not pass too much. as it is apt 
to ruin the battery. About 3 to 
6 amperes are sufficient.

‘Marconi’s first feeble signals to the 


present era of voice communication 


across thousands of miles. 
In 1899, the year following the 


GUGLIELMO MARCONI. 


war, Marconi 
sets of his wonderful new wireless 
apparatus, the immediate purpose be- 
ing to use them in reporting the in- 
ternational yacht races that year. 
The navy department appointed a 
commission to observe and report on 
the working of the system. Follow- 
ing the report of this body, the navy 
placed the battleship Massachusetts, 
the armored cruiser New York, and 
the torpedo boat Porter at the dis- 
posal of Marconi for further experi- 
ments. A shore station was estah 
lished near New York, the first in 
America. The three vessels were the 
first of Uncle Sam's navy so equipped 
and thus ‘the beginning of the navy 
radio service. 

The growth and development of 
radio has béen remarkable. No part 
of the Atlantic or Pacific ocean is 
too far away to be out of reach of a 
radio-gram from an American naval 
shore station. In fact during the 
world war it was possible for Wash- 
ington to keep in constant communi- 
cation with its forces abroad through 
radio from the Radio Corporation’s 
powerful New Brunewick station, 
equipped with the new Alexanderson 
high frequency alternator. America’s 
terms of armistice were sent to Gen- 
ernl Pershing through this station, 
and President Wilson, while at the 
peace conference, was able to keep in 
constant communication with Wash- 
ington by the same means.
